And whereas an Aft was made in the forty-feventli year of His prefeiit 
Majefty’s Reign to amend the faid recited Aft of the forty-iixth year : 

And whereas it is expedient that the faid recited Afts-fhould be further 
amended ; 

- IBe it therefore ($naSeO by the KING’S MoR Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Confent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this prefeiit Parliament affembled, and by the Authority 
of the fame. That fo much of the faid recited Aft of the forty-iixth year 
; of His prefeiit MajeRv’s Reign as enafts, that it Riall be lawful for any aito Aiiow- 
three of the Comraiflioners of Exeiie'in Ireland, to reduce or abate the 

2 quantity of Spirits wherewith any DiRiller fhall be chargeable in any year, repealed. ’ 
by virtue of the laid Aft, according to the number of weeks or days in 

the faid Aft mentioned, upon proof upon Oath, to the latisfaftion of the

Diftiilery IhaH be htuate, to 'be kept there until the fame fhall be required 
by liich Diftiller to be delivered to him, for the ]5ui-pofc ol' bein'^ let un 
and placed in his Diilillery, in the room and ftead of luch Still of1;se like ^ 
dimendons and plan as may be prevented from working in luch Diftillery 
by any fatality or accident. ^

daiiugcd Still. Office aforefiud, the other Still of like dimenfions and jilaii tyhich fhall 
have been prevented from working as aforefaid, and to i-rj)lace which 
he demands the delivery of fuch lecond Still, nor until notice of fuch 
intention to demand the (amc fhall have been fervetl upon the Surveyor 
or Gauger in charge of fuch Oifttllery ; and the Still which ffiall be re- 
moved flora fuch DiftiUery into fuch Excife Office, fhall remain .there 
fitttil (he fame fhalb be broken or rendered ufelels by the direftious of 
the Proprietor thereof, or until the fame fhall be delivered, liy order of the 
Proprietor thereof, to fome Brazier for the purpol'e of being repaired, fuffi. , 
cient fccui'ity being firft given by Bond to the Collector or other Officer of ’ 
Ex'dfe', that fuch Still fhall be returned to the lixcHe Office on or before a 
day to be for that |Hirpofe' appointed by fuch Collector or Officer, and to be 
fjiecified in fuch Bond, an.l that ttich 'Still fhall not be ufed for any purpolc 
whatever before the fame fhall be returned to- the Excife Office; and 
every Still fo repaired fhall be returned to the faid Excife Office accord- 
ingdy. for the Proprietor thereof, or for any Perfon to whom the fame 
, iSiay be difpofeef of by fuch Proprietor; and in cafe fuch Still, after being 
fepaired, fhall remain at the faid Excife Office, for more than 
Calendar months in the. whole, after the Proprietor thereof fhalf ceafe 
fo be ficenfed, it ffiall bo lawful for the CoileCior of the DiftriCt to break 
ffich Still and render the fame ufelefs, and to caufe the materials of ; 
fuch Still to- be fold ;. and the produce thereof, after deduCUng all expences * 
of fuch fale, ffiall be paid by f-lich __ Collector to the Proprietor of 
fucli yill ;■ provided always, that no Still ffiall be fent to or removed from 
the Exeiie Office, without a regular Permit to be duly granted for that 
purpofe. 

Knitter ». .11 - And be it further EnaCled, That i-f any Difllller fhalf remove to the 
E-x-Cile Officc any -Still which fhall have b-ren. fo pre'- ented from working, 
Renio.ai tfii 111 tlic coutle' of aiiv period durffig which fuch Still ffiall’ be chargeable as 
worKing, fuch Di-fiiiller ffiall ncvcrtiielefs be and contiriue charged and 
chargeable in refpeCl of the fame number of workings, and' in all other

if any Worts, Wafti or Pot Ale, made from Cornfthaii be in any fuel) Diftillery 
at the time when fuch Prohibition fhail commence or take place, and fuch 
Worts, Wafti or Pot Ale, fhall not be diftilled at the expiration of days, 
including the dgy of breWhig and the day of diftilling, fuch Worts, Wafh 
or Ih>t Ale, may be diftilled at any period after the expiration of the faid 
days ; and that no furcliarge ftaail bs made on the Diftillers in refjjeG of 
fuch Worts, Wafti or Pot Ale, not being diftilled within the fmd days ;

And be it further Enadled, That fo much of the faid recited Acl of 
the forty-fiXth year of His prefent Majefty’s Reign, for regulating and 
fecuriiig tlie CoUeftion of the Duties on Spirits diftilled in Ireland, as 
enads that ail Sugar Waffi which ffiali not be diftilled at the expii-ation 
of days, ffiali be confidered as Waffi not included in. any former 

charge againft the Diftiller, and that fuch Diftiller ffiali be charged with 
Duty in relpcdt of fuch Waffi, ffiali be and the fame is hereby repealed; 
and that from and after the all Sugar Waffi in the 

DiRillery of any Diftiiler, which ffiali not be diftilled at the expiration 



of days, including the day of breaking down the Sugar with 

Water, and the day of diftilling, ffiali be conftdered as Waffi not included 
in any former charge againft fuch Diftiiler, and fuch Diftiiler ffiali be 
chai'ged with Duty in reTpedl of fuch Waffi, according to the dirediions 
of the faid recited A(5l and this A61, and of any Adi in force relating 
to the Duties on Spirits diftilled in Ireland.

Waffi, Inch Officer ffiali charge the Diftiiler for a quantity of Spirits after 
the rate of one gallon of Spirits for every two gallons of Low Wines fo 
decreafed and inch Officer ffiali make a return of the quantities of Spirits 
and of the Duties thereon accordingly; and fuch Diftiiler ffiali pay the 
Duty lb charged and returned. 

Corn Spirits, And be it further Enabled, That noSpirits made or diftilled from Corn ffiali 

spfriSSi be . depolited, kept or fecured in any Warehoufe in which any Spirits made 13 
kept in icpa- Trom Sugar ffi.all at any time be depolited, kept or fecured ; but that all fuch 
Corn Spirits and Sugar Spirits ffiali be depolited, kept and fecured in fepa- 
rate and diftinbl Warehoufes; and that all fuch Spirits ftiall be contained 
in calks of not lefs than gallons content, and that there ftiall 

be marked on the head of each cafk the words “ Corn S.” or “ Sugar S.” 

.as the cafe ffiali require, and alfo the number of gallons of.' Spirits in each 
fuch calk at the time of the ftorlng thereof ; and if any Spirits ftiall be de- 
policed, kept or fecured in Warehoufe contrary to the provilions of this 
Abi, the fame ffiali be forfeited and may be leizecl,

' in fuch quantities only as fuch Perfons may reafonably , confume within a 
reafoiiabie time for making Beer or Ale for their private ufc, and for ^

■fuch’ Perfons are in poffetiion of a projiortionate quantity of Hops for brew- 
ing the fame. 

And be it further Enaaed, That in all cafes where under and by virtue of 
the faid recited Ads of the forty-fixth and forty-ieventh years of His pre- stiiu »r.d-r . 
rent Maiefly’s Reign, the Court, at an yAlfizes or prefentmg Term, lhall 47 ^^ ^ ■ 

fine any Parifh, Townland, Manor or Lordlhip in the lum of Fifty 
Pounds onaccoimt of any unlicenfed Still or part of a Still, or appendage Townland 
to a Still, or any Worm, or other utenfil for diftilling Spirits or any Walh, 

Pot Me Low Wines or Singlings, having been found or ufed in any place known,

tiie%Lieof Offender lhall have been tried and convidied for any liich 

which fliaii be offence, by the evidence of any Inhabitant (not being an Officer of 
intbrmer'r&c. of the Parilh, Townland, Manor or Lordffiip ia which the place 

lhall be fituate where fuch offence was committed, upon an informa- 
tion given by fnch Inhabitant, before any other information for the faid 
offence lhall have been given to a Magillrate, the Court before whom

AND whereas no Still can by Law be licenfed in Ireland of lefs dlmen- 
fions than two hundred gallons content, except Stills kept and ufed at 
Apothecaries Hall In Dublin, and Stills of twelve gallons content for 
certain purpofes, and Stills .for redlifying or compounding Spirits; BE it 
rt™l^'aiid^airo Enadled, That if any Still, the bodv whereof without the head or 

Spirits, wafli, any other appendage thereto, lhall- be capable of containing more than. 
Cuko”iyof'^ gallons, .and lhall not be capable of containing 

Perfom^&c lealf, or any Head or. Worm belonging to any Still of any fnch 

dimenfions, fhall be found in any place whatever (except Apothecaries Hall 22 
aforelaid) or in the polfelfion of any perfon whomfoe\ er (not being .a 
licenfed Redlifier or Compounder of Spirits) the lame lliall be forfeited 
and may be feized’; or if any Still not exceeding gallons content, 

or any Idcad or Worm belonging to any Still of fuch' content, lliall be found, 
in any place whatever, or in the polfefiion of any perfon whomfoever (ex- 
cejit at Apothecaries Hall Dublin, or in the cullody of Ibme licenfed 
ChemiR, Apothecary, DruggiR, Brazier, or other perfon duly licenfed to

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Imve fucli twelve gallon Still) ; or if any Still capable' of containing m'cfe* 
than Gallons fhall be found in any place whatever, without- 

being duly licenfed, the fame flmll be forfeited and may be lelzed,; and that it 
lhall be lawful for any Perfon whatever who fhall find or difcover any Still,, 
Stillhead, or Worm of a Still, in any place whatfoever, except on the road from 
or to a Brazier or maker or mender of Stills under proper Permits, or in 
the poffeffion of any Perfon whomfoever (except a Brazier or Perfon 
follow'ing the trade of making or repairing Stills) without a lufficient 
Licence being produced at the time for keeping the lame, to .leize and 
to deftroy the lame, and to convey the materials thereof to the Excife 
Office of the Diftridt, or to deliver the fame to the next refdent Officer 
of Excife, who fliali take the fame into his cuftody, and fecure the fame 
in like manner as if the fame had been feized by him; and it ffiall in like 
manner be lawful for any Perfon whomfoever to feizc any Spirits, 
Low Wines, Singlings, Wafh, Pot Ale, Malt or Corn, and all materials' 
for making Spirits found in the cuflody of any unlicenfed Perfon, or of 
any Perion whatever not entitled by Law to have the lame in their 
polTeffii'ii, and to ipill or deftroy any Worts, Wafh, Pot A-le, Low Wines 
^ or Singlings lb found, and to convey all Spirits, Malt or Corn lo found to 
the Excife Office of the Diflricr, or to the next refident Officer of Bixeife, 
to be dealt with according to Law; and e\ ery Perfon in whole poffeffioii 
any fuch Still, Stillhead or Worm of a Still, or Spirits, Low Wines, Sing- 
lings, Waffi, Pot Ale, o]' materials for making Spirits ffiall be lo found, fliall 
bellibjedl; to the like penalties as if the fame had been found by an Officer 
of Excife. 




AND, in order to deter perfons from affifting in the private and fi audu- Perfonsfo-und 
lent diflilling of Spirits in freland, BE it further Etiadted, 'fhat whenever
